TURKEY JOINS ANGLO-FRENCH FRONT 


Material Aid 
Also Pledged 
By Russians!

LONDON, April 17—Turkey, Germany’s 
ally in the Great War, was reported re- 
liably to have joined the Anglo-French 
front against totalitarian aggression. 


Russia earlier was reported to have promised “at 
least material aid”—presumably warplanes and other 
armaments—in the event of war. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain was expected to announce 
to the House of Commons tomorrow that Great Britain and 
France have guaranteed Turkey's independence. 


Already Pledged Help To Poland 


They already have pledged to help Poland, Rumania and 
Greeve defend their independence if it is attacked. 
Mr. Chamberlain, it was believed, also will tell the 
commons that “good progress” is being made in Anglo- 
French negotiations to bring the Soviet Union into the 


alliance. 


LONDON, April 17.—Prime Minister Chamberlain is 
expected to announce to Parliament late this week Anglo- 


French agreements with Russia and Turkey, adding these 
countries to the anti-aggression front.

Some observers saw in 
words the beginning of a shift in 
the Soviet policy toward close co- 
operation with London and Paris. 

Among the genera! populace no 
excitement was manifest over the 
international situation, although 
Russian newspapers have been giv- 
ing rather full reports of develop- 
ments and 
emphasized the “alarm and con- 
fusion in capitalist Europe, which 
some papers have described as tot- 
tering. 

One reason for the calmness is 
the reminders to the citizei.s that 
the Soviet Union is strong and that 
the red army can safeguard the 
country against any attack 

“Alarm prevails all over Europe,” 
said Red Star, the army newspaper 
“Against this background the aus- 
tere and perfect air of the Soviet 
Union is even more clearly outlin- 
ed. We are the only country in 
Europe which can look into the 
future with complete confidence.”

Aim Of Eire Government 
Will Be To Keep Out 
Of Conflict 


ENNIS, Eire, April 17.—Prime 
Minister De Valera said today 
“Only the mercy of providence 
can save Europe from a war 
more terrible” than the last and 
proclaimed a policy of neutrality 
fin wartime for his nation. 

“The desire of the Irish people | 
and the desire of the Irish govern- 
ment is to keep our nation out of 
war,” Mr, De Valera said. “The aim 
of government policy is to main- 
tain and preserve our neutrality 
in the event of war.” 

The prime minister, addressing 
his constituents, announced more 
defence preparations so “no one 
can hope to attack us or violate 
our territory with impunity.” 

He endorsed President Roose- 
velt's peace appeal and asked: “Is it 
Possible” that it would be reject-

MOSCOW, April 17—President 
Michael Kalinin of Soviet Russia 
cabled President Roosevelt con- 
gratulations today on his mes- 
gage to Reichsfuehrer Hitler and 
Premier Mussilnin appealing for 
peace. 

Kalinin said Roosevelt's message |

“As Ye Would” 


Parliament heard the other day that 
the way to establish permanent peace is 
to redistribute the areas and resources of 
the world. Six nations, it was said, con- 
trol 75 per cent of the earth’s surface and 
85 per cent of its raw materials, and in 
this could be found the root cause of in- 
ternational conflict. 

Just about twenty years ago an at- 
tempt was made to redistribute the areas 
and resources of one of the continents; 
for the reason that one of the “have” 
countries had tried to grab more territory 
and had to be prevented by a four years’ 
war. But the new map had hardly been 
issued before those who knew anything 
about history began to suspect that in- 
stead of charting perpetual peace the re- 
distributers had unintentionally set the 
stage for future wars. The recent course 
of events supplies the comment as to 
whether the suspicions were well founded. 

And which area would anyone suggest 
depriving of democratic government and 
putting under the tyranny of Hitler or 
Mussolini? Canada? But if Canadians 
would rather die—as they would—than 
accept that fate, what right have they to 
propose it for any other group of the 


earth's inhabitants?

17,000,000 Non-Producers 


Six major countries in Europe are 
said to have 7,000,000 men under arms. 
Eighteen other countries which normally 
have 1,100,000 men in uniform have called 
up reserves in indefinite numbers, as pre- 
cautionary measures. 

It is a safe estimate that for each man 
actually under arms another person is 
employed in building armament for land, 
sea and air use, producing, transporting 
and storing munitions, digging under- 
ground shelters and doing other pre- 
paredness jobs. A total of 17,000,000 
men, and women, are thus indicated to be 
earning a living for themselves and their 
families in the employ of the military and 
allied departments of that continent. 

Two conclusions stand out conspic- 
uously from the calculation. One is that 
Canada’s unemployment problem would 
pale into insignificance in comparison if 
Europe had only the same trifling frac- 
tion of its population engaged in military 
service and munitions works. 

The other is that since it is possible to 
finance idleness and destructive industry 
on this vast scale, it must also be possible 
to finance leisure and productive industry 
on a corresponding scale if the ex- 
penditure for war and preparedness was 


stopped. 


Calling on the Dominion 


A financial journal published in Win- 
nipeg is considerably exercised lest the 
province of Saskatchewan should default 
when a $3,000,000 bond issue falls due 
toward the end of this month. The Do- 
minion, it is argued, should come to the 
rescue—whether of the province or the 
bondholders is not quite clear. 

Two sets of reasons are Said to call for 
federal assistance, financial and political; 
the credit of the Dominion might be af- 
fected if another province should default, 
and there are political reactions not to be 
ignored. 

It is rather to be hoped, however, that 
the possible political reactions will be 
treated in precisely that way, and the 
matter dealt with on a strictly business 
basis. That is desirable, among other 
considerations, because it is time to estab- 
lish a basis of understanding as to whether 
the Dominion has to play fairy godmother 
for every province that gets into deep 
water, 

The provinces did not ask the Domin- 
jon whether they should borrow in the 
Spacious days when they were accumulat- 
ing their mountains of bonded indebted- 
ness at high, unpayable interest rates 
They went on their own, with proud 
disregard to what Ottawa might think or 
how it might be affected, issued bonds as 
they saw fit, at whatever rates of inter- 
est they chose. Those who bought the 
bonds knew they were provincial, not Do- 
minion bonds. 

To argue now that it is the duty of 
the Dominion to throw out a life-line 
whenever a province finds it cannot pay 
is nonsense. And to say the Dominion's 
credit will suffer if it doesn't do so is 
mainly moonshine. The western provinces 
‘are well-known to be swamped in 
debt—and the credit of the Dominion was 
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never as good, judged by the rates at 
which it can borrow money. If Saskat- 
chewan or any other province defaults, 
the blame rests with it, not with the Do- 
minion. If the Dominion intervenes to pre- 
vent default it does so as a gratuitous act 
of helpfulness, not as a matter of duty. 


A Protest Worth Making 


The Chamber of Commerce did a good 
day's work when it drew attention to the 
harm that would come to the public if 
certain lines in Alberta were abandoned 
as now proposed by the railway com- 
panies, 

Among areas immediately affected 
would be the district between St. Albert 
and Morinville, between Edmonton junc- 
tion and Egremont, between Alix and 
Warden, Camrose and Tofield. But the 
matter is of general public concern, and 
is not siniply an issue limited to specific 
places. 

The problems of the railways are well 
known, and they probably could make out 
a case for their present policy. It should 
not be forgotten, however, that the farm- 
ers, grain companies and general public 
who will all be affected adversely by such 
a withdrawal of railway service, also have 
a case. The whole question is one in 
which any hasty decision by the trans- 
portation systems or the transport board 
would likely be regretted. 

Particular note should be taken of the 
Chamber’s contention that no benefits 
would be derived from this change of 
policy that would at all compensate for 
the injury to the public good it would 
entail. Business interests, farms, whole 
communities, have been built up on the 
basis of adequate railway facilities being 
assured. It would be tragic were that 
basis to be shattered by having a sharp 
curtailment in their transportation ser- 
vices take place. It would be even more 
tragic were this change in policy to be 
made without compensation being offered 
to the private business interests adversely 
affected. 


Fully employable persons in Canada 
who were on relief in February num- 
bered 190,000.

Welcome Words to London 


LONDON: President Roosevelt's Pan-Ameri- 
can day speech was almost universally wel- 
comed by the British press as a strong warning 
to the totalitarian powers. 

The Daily Mail (independent) declared: 
“Roosevelt's broadcast is not quite as significant 
as some of its phrasings might suggest. It was 
a speech directed, supposedly, at the peoples of 
the small nations of North and South America 
to whose protection the century-old Monroe 
doctrine binds the United States. 

“Yet it is true that both in Germany and 
Italy—notably in less-free Germany—there is a 
vast body of sober minded and patriotic citizens 
who abhor war and are puzzled by the tactics of 
their political leaders.” 

“Mr. Roosevelt's words had profound signifi- 
cance for the old world, and were indeed mainly 
inspired by the recent developments in the east- 
ern hemisphere. It is a paradox of the times 
that the most pacific nation of all—one that is 
most resolute to keep herself free from all 
foreign entanglements—should yet in effect be 
in a position to give the law to a continent armed 
to the teeth. 

“That is what imparts special force and 
meaning to Roosevelt's declaration to the 
Americas that “we have an interest wider than 
that of the mere defence of our sea-ringed 
continent’ and that American customs and 
actions are necessarily involved with the rest of 
the world—a world which is becoming an eco- 
nomic unit.” 

The Financial Times said: “The speech was 
as bold a piece of encouragement to the peace- 
ful powers in Europe as the President could 
possibly give in the present state of American 
politics and at the present stage of the con- 
gressional examination of the Neutrality Act.” 

The Daily Herald (Labor) said: “His words 
mark yet another advance from the isolation 
which it seemed at one time the United States 
would embrace.” 

News Chronicle (Liberal): “The old world 
will be grateful to Mr. Roosevelt for his rebuke 
to the totalitarian leaders. He expressed his 
confidence that the new world can help the old 
to avoid the impending catastrophe. That is 
undoubtedly true. No aggressor would dare risk 
running into conflict with the overwhelming 
power of the United States.”

LONDON (By Mail):Once again Attila “who 
made himself virtually supreme in central 
Europe” is ready to set his Huns on the march. 
A Hitler drunk with power faced the non-Axis 
countries with one single decision to make. The 
Prime Minister has just made this decision in 
his momentous statement that Britain would act 
“at once” in the event of aggression on Poland. 
At long last this definite decision has been made 
and clear binding commitments have been un- 
dertaken. Amongst other things it means that 
just as peace is indivisible so is war. After a 
long journey in a circle we are back again at the 
League principle of collective security. 

One hopes and prays for the peace that once 
again hangs in the balance. The choice is Hit- 
ler's. He it is who is going to decide whether 
another Canadian “somewhere in France” will 
write another “In Flanders Fields the Poppies 
Grow.” 

The position of Russia has been the one vital 
element in the European picture of the Axis 
powers threat to dominate the world. Until now 
Britain has side-stepped the question of “playing 
ball” with Russia. Now the anti-Comintern 
powers have a clear answer. This rapprochement 
with Russia may be the determining factor in 
the decision for peace or war. It may deter 
Hitler or it may annoy him. 

A Minister speaking to a League Committee 
once began his speech, “Everything I say is cor- 
rect at this present moment, but I cannot vouch 
for it being correct by the time I have finished 
speaking.” That roughly is the position of one 
writing on international affairs at the rate they 
are moving at present. There was, however, 
quite a clear picture of public opinion in England 
at the time of the Prime Minister's statement. 

The thing which chiefly, and through all 
classes and loyalties, divides public opinon in 
this present crisis is not compulsory service or a 
new cabinet but foreign policy. This division 
of opinion has cut right across party alignments. 
It is best summarized by a quotation from a re- 
cent letter to the Times: “If, at the end of all, we 
fail to avert the danger of war it will be owing 
to the fact that we have not succeeded in making 
either our friends or our enemies believe that we 
are in bitter earnest.” Now both should be con- 
vineed, but the question is, “Is it too late?” 

The British Institute of Public Opinion, con- 
ducting polls like the surveys of “fortune” and 
Dr. Gallup in the U.S.A., has published the last 
of six surveys since Munich. They show a con- 
sistent forty per cent of the British public as 
opposed te Chamberlain's policy. In view of the 
fact Britein might be at war at any minute this 
state of public opinion would be alarming but 
for the fact that now he has completely reversed 
his policy. This division of opinion was borne 
out not only by the various “revolts” of Con- 
servative members but by the press. The 
strongly pro-Government Daily Telegraph has 
already published a leading article attacking 
Government policy and reproaching the cabinet 
for its indecision. 

It is difficult to realize the post-Munich 
apathy regarding preparations which has existed 
in England. “Appeasement” seems to have acted 
as a drug, lulling those in contro] into a false 
sense of security. War preparations seem to have 
been at half-cock. The derelict and water- 
logged trenches which still are in the parks are 
perhaps symbolic of how little has been done 
in these last six months.

Death has robbed England of its greatest 
war-time spy-catcher in the passing of Sir Basil 
Thomson at the age of 77. Son of an’Archbishop 
of York—second highest dignitary in the Estab- 
lished Church—and trained for the bar, Thom- 
son as a young man preferred life abroad. He 
entered fhe colonial service 
and after many adventurous 
exploits became Administra- 
tor of British New Guinea. 
On his return to England he was made Governor 
of Dartmoor prison. From there it was an easy 
step to becoming assistant commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police—or “Scotland Yard” as it is 
commonly called. 

One of the humors of England’s easy-going 
attitude towards pre-war German agents was 
that all 24 of them were immediately placed 
under lock and key on the outbreak of war. With 
that deceptive simplicity which arouses the ire 
of Prof. Banse, Scotland Yard had been aware 
all along of the identity of each, had perused 
their mail and sometimes edited their reports. 
The prompt imprisonment of all their agents 
blinded the German spy system so completely 
that one able penman in the British Military 
Intelligence kept on supplying reports to Wil- 
helmstrasse in the name of an agent who had 
been executed three months before. He pur- 
chased a very smart automobile with the money 
sent him by the German espionage chiefs in 
recognition of his “good work.”

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| Sumner Welles Declares 
Handful of Men Threaten 
Peace-Loving Nations

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. 
April 17.—Undersecretary of State 
Sumner Welles said yesterday a 
“handful of men” are threatening 
the peace of the world and urged 
the United States to make it pos- 
sible for peace-loving nations to 
buy here the materials needed to 
prevent conquest. 

Speaking at Founder's Day exer- 
cises at the University of Virginia 
—the 196th anniversary of the birth 
of Thomas Jefferson—Welles de- 
clared: 

“These United States ... have be- 
come the greatest material force in 
the modern world. They should 
likewise be, I like to think, the 
greatest moral force.” 

Without naming any nation or 
its leader, Welles vigorously 
criticized the “doctrines of perse- 
cution and of tyranny” practiced 
by totalitarian nations and cau- 
tioned that they were spreading 
rapidly “by conquest and by vio- 
lence.” 

He emphasized that the adminis- 
tration’s major objective was to 
keep this country at peace, but re- 
peated President Roosevelt's warn- 
ing of last week that “acts of ag- 
gression or of conquest against a 
neaceful people affects us even in 
our geographic isolation.” 

He said there were no existing 
differences between nations that 
still could not be solved “with jus- 
tice, with dignity, and with honor.” 
He indicated, however, that he had 
little hope, in view of recent events, 
that a world conference would be a 
success “unless there existed on the

part of all of the participants the 
sincere desire for peace... unless 
there existed reason to believe that 
the pledges there undertaken would 
be respected.” 

“Can you or I assert that those 
assurances do exist?” he asked. 

And he answered immediately, 
“No,” unless “the people themselves 
demand peace, and unless they de- 
termine that the pledged word 
freely given be sacred.”

Daniel Powers, retired Cana-

He was born in Renfrew, Ont., 
in May, 1873, and started railroad- 
ing on the Canada Atlantic Rail- 
way at Ottawa as a switchman and 
brakeman. He was promoted to 
engineer at Ottawa in 1903. He ran 
out of Winnipeg for 15 years and 
in 1918 was transferred to the Ed- 
monton division, where he held 
many runs, on both passenger and 
mixed trains. 

He was the engineer on the 
Continental Limited from Ed- 
monton to Edson until his retire- 
ment in 1934 on” account of eve 
trouble. At the time of his re- 
tirement he had served 38 years 
with the C. N. R, 

Mr. Powers served on the Loco- 
motive Firemen's Grievance Com- 
mittee on the Canada Atlantic be- 
fore being transferred to Winnipeg.

By JOHN R. BEAL 
Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 
United Press 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—The 
U, 8S. navy plans to make its two 
new 45,000 ton battleships speed- 
jer than the fastest battleship or 
cruiser now afloat, the United

These proposed capital ships, 
which will be the first to be built 
by this country to exceed 35,000 
tons, will sacrifice potential addi- 
tional power for speed, 

It was learned that earlier plans 
for arming the 45,000-ton ships 
with 18-inch guns--two inches 
larger than those on existing war- 
ships—-have been abandoned s0 
that virtually all the extra 10,000 
tons can be used for equipment to 
increase the motive power. 
MONEY REQUESTS 

Requests for money to build the 
new ships have been submitted to 
congress. The White House an- 
nounced two weeks ago, after a 
conference between President 
Roosevelt and Admiral William D.

Authority on the poetry and life 
of Robert Burns, Scotia’s national 
bard, J. B. Fortheringham of Ham- 
ilton, Scotland, said here Monday 
that he thought the poet was the 
greatest man ever born in Scotland. 
On April 25 Mr. Fortheringham is 
to be honored at a banquet given 
by the St. Andrew's Society in Win- 
nipeg. During the winter he has 
been lecturing on Burns before 
various Scotch societies. Guest at 
the Macdonald, he is accompanied 
by his wife. 


Battleships now being construct- 
ed by the navy are expected to 
make 30 knots.

That Ger- 
man ship, however, would be 
somewhat smaller than the new 
American battlecraft. 


FASTEST CRUISER 

Fastest American cruiser now 
afloat is rated at 33 knots maxi- 
mum. No foreign cruiser is believ- 
ed to exceed that, speed by more 
than a knot or two. 

Study of these speeds appeared 
to indicate that the speed of the 
new 45,000-ton ships would exceed 
35 knots. At that speed they 
would be capable of overhauling 
almost any warcraft except pos- 
sibly a few light cruisers and ships 
of the destroyer class. 

Naval experts said the aim for 
speed represented something of a 
reversal of navy policy, which 
heretofore has been to sacrifice 
speed for power. Speed has been 
regarded as the chief essential of a 
cruiser; fighting power the purpose 
of a battleship.
